
Dangers of UN 
Treaties Told
\ Several hundred guests, including such prominent 
(Southern Californians as Adolph Menjou, Mrs. Justus Kir- 
by, Corinne Griffith, Morrie Ryskind, Mrs. Edith Jaeger, 
Reginald Denny, Mrs. Arthur Shellhorn, .Bruce Raegen, 
and Louise Ward Watklns, gathered Thursday afternoon 
at the Rolling Hills home of
Mrs. C. W. Beck to hear a cur­ 
rent analysis of various treaties 
being advanced by the United 
Nation;, and how they could be 
tued to nullify the U. 8. Con­ 
stitution Itself, since .the Su­ 
preme Court Interprets Article 
VI of the Constitution to mean 
that treaties and executive 
agreements are the supreme 
law of the land, taking prece­ 
dence even over that document. 

Thus, said Dr. William V. 
Lawlor, who was -the principal 
speaker,, already American ser­ 
vicemen sent overseas have 
been deprived of their Consti­ 
tutional rights as U. B. Citi­ 
zens by. the terms of the so- 
called. Status of Forces treaty.

eign courts, under foreign laws, 
for Infraction? committed while 
on foreign soil. 

Already more than 1,600

tried, convicted, and sentenced 
under this little-known treaty,

Un­ 
der our own Bill of Rights, such 
a sentence would -have been 
impossible for such a crime, 
since It wpuld violate the pro­ 
vision against "cruel and unus­ 
ual punishment;" but since our 
servicemen abroad no longer 
have the protection of our Con­ 
stitution because of the Status 
of Forces, treaty, Dr. Lawlor 
said, such cases are by no 
means unusual.

granted or withdrawn from 
their people at the s61e discre­ 
tion of the governments . con­ 
cerned.

of'the rights of. the people, 
which by our Constitution are 
God-given and Inalienable, not 
to be taken away from us by 
any governmental authority, he 
said. "What 'rights' does any­ 
one have," he asked, "If your 
government can decide whether 
you have them or you don't?" 

Significantly, he added, the 
right to your own property, 
which Is a cornerstone of the 
'American Bill of Rights, was 
omitted from the proposed UN 
Human Rights convention by 
a vote of 12 to-2 "yet this sor­ 
ry thing would, If we accept it, 
take the plice of and nullify 
our own magnificent Bill of 
Rights."

U. S. Can't Withdraw 
. Asked, ."Should we withdraw 
from the UN, arid If so, what 
would we have in its place?," 
Dr. Lawlor startled the audi­ 
ence by -explaining that there 
is no workable way of legally 
withdrawing from, the UN at 
all, since to do so requires the 
consent of two-thirds of the 
General Assembly and the Un­ 
animous agreement of all five 
permanent members of the Se­ 
curity Council, including Soviet 
Russia which In practical ef­ 
fect means there la no possibil­ 
ity 6f peaceful and orderly 
withdrawal. Instead 0r. Law­ 
lor said, what Is necessary Is 
for all-Americans to work for 
the passage of the Brlcker 
Amendment at this session of 
congress. This proposed Con­ 
stitutional Amendment would 
make a simple change in Arti­ 
cle VI .to re-establish 'the su­ 
premacy of the U. S. Constitu­ 
tion In all internal affairs, and 
w6uld nullify any. treaty pro-

Constitution. '.
Once such an amendment Is 

enacted, Dr. Lawlor pointed 
Out, the people would 'no longer 
need to fear that foreign treat­ 
ies would encroach upon our 
own, d6mestlc laws. The UN

could then function as a world 
forum and for other useful 
purposes, but could not become 
the means of bringing about 
One^World government without 
the consent of the American 
people.

Others Also Speak
Bruce Raegen, well-known In­ 

vestment banker, spoke briefly 
on the greatly Improved chanc­ 
es for passage of the Brlcker 
Amendment during this session 
of congress. Last year, he said, 
such an amendment missed by 
just one vote (60 to 31) get­ 
ting the required two-thirds' 
majority In the Senate. Since 
then, he said, Indications are 
that much of the former oppo­ 
sition, including that from the 
White House, has been con­ 
verted, with "only the die-hard 
One-Woriders remaining against 
the amendment."

Miss Griffith ..also spoke 
briefly of the very effective 
work being done throughout 
the country in. educating the 
American people to the need for 
this Constitutional amendment.

State Income 
Tax Due on 
$2000 Salary

sons who moved Into California 
during 1954 that they may be 
liable to file a California In­ 
come tax return.

Those mevlng' to California 
are taxable on their entire In­ 
come after becoming residents.

Nonresidents are taxable on 
Income for services performed 
in California, on income derived 
from a business conducted in 
California, and on income, from 
tangible property located In 
this state.

Returns for 1964 must be 
filed by single persons who had 
an Income of $2,000 or more 
and maMed couples who had 
an Income of $8,600 or more

are uncertain of their resident 
or Income tax status may'call 
at the local office of the Fran­ 
chise Tax Board at MA 6-1616,
